FEED GRAIN PROGRAM 
SIGN-UP UNDERWAY 

‘Oxford County farmers: can now 
sign up for the 1983 feed grain 
acreage reduction program, ac- 
coming to Roger N. Smedberg, 
‘Chairman of the Oxford County 
Agricultunal Stabilization and Con- 
servation (ASC) Committee, The 
program requires that farmers re- 
duce their feed grain planted acre- 
age by 20% of the established base 
to qualify for program benefits.

TESTING PHYSICAL EFFECTS 
OF SMOKING NOV. 425 
AT STEPHENS HOSPITAL 

Special equipment, om loan from 
the Maine Lung Association, which 
instantly records the physical ef- 
feets of smoking on the body, is 
again available to the public this 
year in the Stephens Memorial 
Hospital Lobby, Nonway, Nov. 4, 
9a, m.-2 p.m, and 6 p. m,-8 
p. m., and Friday, Nov. 5, 9a. m, 
to 2 p. m, The Region 11 Allied 
Health students will be operating 
the equipment, intérpreting re- 
sults and offering free informa- 
tion and booklets on how to stop 
smoking for those interested. 

The goal of the use of Biofeed- 
back Equipment for smokers is to 
allow participants to gather their 
own: data and draw their own con- 
clusions as to the effects, on their 
body, of smoking just one cigaz- 
ette. 

The equipment used to achieve 
this goal is: ’ 

(1) ‘An Ecolyzer or Breath Ca- 
pacitator, which measures the 
amount of carbon monoxide in the 
exhaled breath before and after 
smoking. : 

(2) The Cardiotachometer is us- 


ed to measure the changes in. 
heart rates before and after smok-. 


ing, by use of a fingerclamp, 


major artery on the finger, 

(3) The Digital Thermometer is 
used to meassure changes in skin 
temperature before and after 
smoking, by a probe held between 
the thumb and index finger. 

(4) The Tremor Tester mea- 
sures the change in hand steadi- 
ness: before and after smoking. 
The subject holds a probe in the 
proper hole 30 seconds: without 
arm support — every time the 
probe touches the side of the 
hole, it is registered and record- 
ed. 
Most smokers are very much 
aware of the long term effects of 
smoking on their health, but few 
realize the immediate effects. 
These tests are fool proof evidence 
of this effect and serve as a real 
eye opener to the smoker.

The first snowstorm of the year 
can be troublesome to highway 
Maintenance crews as well as to 
other motorists, according to aj 
spokesman for the Maine Depart- 
ment of Transportation, 

“The changes in driving wondi- 
tions affect our drivers just as 
much as they do the average mo- 
torist,” explains Alden iG. Small, 
director of M.D.O.T.’s Bureau of 
Maintenance and Operations. 

“In addition to adapting to the 
need for greater stopping and 
breaking distances, our drivers 
must also sharpen the multiple 
skills; needed io operate plowing 
and sanding equipment in less than 
ideal traffic and weather condi- 
tions,” Small continues, 

“And, just as we take steps to 
prepare our equipment for the first 
winter storm, there are things the 
average motorist should do to pre- 
pare his or her vehicle,’ Small 


- says. “If they don’t have to wor- 


ry about vehicle condition, drivers 
can concentrate more fully on the 
‘other adverse factors present in .a 
storm. situation,” 

Probably the most serious mis- 
take a driver cam make is to wait 
until the first snowfall before put 
ting on snow tires,” Small xon- 
tinues. “Usually that delay results 
in a driver’s being forced. to face 
the first storm with regular tires 
still on the car, Adapting to storm 
conditions can be difficult enougit 
without complicating thing's by not 
having snow tires on the vehicle.” 

“Now is the time when people 
should get their snow tires put on, 
check their car’s defroster and 
windshield wipers, and otherwise 
prepare the vehicle for winter 
driving,” Small contends, 

“And ‘when the first storm does 
arrive, remember that changes in 
road and weather conditions re- 
quire changes in driving habits, 
including those of our snowplow 
drivers. They twill be exercising 
additional caution during the first 
storm and we hope other drivers 
will do likewise,” Small urges, “Ag 
with any new situation, the better 
prepared we ate ahead of time, the 
better we can adjust to the situa- 
tion,” he concluded.

DEER SEASON PROSPECTS 

Maine’s deer herd suffered los- 
ses during the tough winter of 
1982—but . given good hunting 
weather, Maine hunters could end 


the season with a kill similar to. 


last year’s without adversely af 
fecting the herd. 

That is the assessment of Fish 
and Wildlife Commissioner Glenn 
H, Manuel, -based on information 
compiled by his Wildlife Division. 

The deer season opens statewide 
for all hunters on Monday, Nov. 8. 

“In much of central Maine, 
deer populations should be ade- 
quate for anticipated hunting pres- 
sure, but slightly reduced from 
1981 levels, 

Following last winter’s mioder- 
ately severe weather conditions, 
increased numbers of direct losses 
of deer were noted for all age 
classes—but particularly among 


fawns of the year, according to. 


Manuel. In addition to the worst 
winter of the last four years, a 
delayed spring green-up of forage 
plants during April and May kept 
pregnant does on lower quality 
feed during a greater proportion 
of their gestation period, This re- 
sulted in stunted deer fetuses and 
an estimated loss of 18 to 20% of 
the fawn cdoup, Manuel points out 
that the hardest-hit area is, the 
extreme southwestern. part of the 
state where development and hunt- 
.ing pressure are. the greatest, If 
tracking snow comes early this 
fall, Manuel : warns, the deer herd 
in that area is wulnerable to over- 
exploitation. A, heayy deer Kill 
there avould cut deeply into the 


adult female segment of the popu 


Jation. 

“The Maine legislature last year 
approved an antlerless - deer law 
which can be used inthe future to 
rebuild the herd in places syhere 
the habitat can support more 
deer. But the law nvon’t come in- 
to effect until next year, 

“Although not legally required, 
I want to encourage sportsmen in 
southern Maine voluntarily to ay- 
oid shooting doe deer this year. 
rea in order to protect the deer 

in York and Cumber- 
Met pont ee where we do have a 
problem of high bunting Pressure. 
I would suggest to bunters in 
those. counties to consider doing 
some of their bunting in other 
pants of the state this fall to help 
ease fhe sifuation,?? Manuel said. 

Deer in the northern zone, pars 
ticularly in northern Piscataquis 
County, could withstand a heavier 
harvest. and could absorb higher 
levels of hunting pressure, aiccord- 
ing to Wildlife Division studies,
